Scare-Buying Blamed — 
Stores Plan to Adver- 
tise Warnings Against 
Hoarding—Real Estate 
Active. 


Retail buying in the St. Louis 
area, apparently stimulated by 
fear of wartime shortages, has 
picked up rapidly in the last few 
days, with appliances hardest hit, 
followed by domestic goods, tires 
and automobiles. Real estate 
dealers have reported startling 
ease in closing even the largest 
sales, the Post-Dispatch learned 
today.

To combat the trend, store of-|~~— 
ficials are revising advertising 


schedules, planning to place ad- 
vertisements to warn of the 
danger of buying to hoard. 

“Supplies are ample, provided | 
scare-buying does not create arti- 
ficial shortages,” Frank M. May- 
field, president of Scruggs-Van- 
dervoort-Barney, Inc., said. His 
statement was repeated in other 
forms by executives of the two 
other large department stores. 

Store executives said fields in 
which there was the greatest in- 
crease in purchasing in terms of 
dollars were washing machines, 
refrigerators and stoves. Only 
slithtly behind were towels, 
sheets, pillow cases, soaps and 
other domestic goods. 

Sales Up 25 to 100 Per Cent. 

Store officials estimated in- 
creases ranged from 25 to 100 
per cent or even higher in certain 
articles, but stressed the per- 
centages should be viewed in the 
light of the fact that the current 
season is normally a slack sales 
period. 

The Maplewood store of Sears, 
Roebuck & Co. had run out of| 
home freezers last night, a cus- 
tomer who tried to buy one re- 
ported. 

An increase in the buying of 
automobile tires has been noted 
since the outbreak of hostilities 
in Korea. Spokesman for some 
leading firms in the field esti- 
mated the rise at from 50 to 60 
per cent. The heightened activ- 
ity is unusual, they said, in view 
of recent tire price increases 
ranging up to 15 per cent. 

The rise in auto sales is only | 
about half that in tire sales, it. 
was reported. But backlogs of | 
orders are said to be steadily 
lengthening in the moderate-price 
classes. 

Demand for Real Estate. 

Several real estate dealers 
acknowledged increased efforts to 
buy property of all kinds. Larger 
buildings, such as apartments, ho- 
tels and office structures, are vir- 
tually off the market here, it was 
reported by Eugene Glick, execu- 
tive vice president of the Glick’ 
firm. 

“People now are willing to pay 
top prices for large choice prop- 
erties,” a dealer said. “We have | 
closed several-big deals in the last | 
two davs with startling ease.’ 

Spokesmen for other firms said 
they were out trying to buy 
homes but said that was merely | 
a continuing activity. A property | 
owner with two houses said he) 
had «received a total of five in- | 
quiries in two days.

WASHINGTON, July 22 (AP)— 


‘The sharpest retail price rises in 


two years were announced by the 
Bureau: of Labor Statistics today 
for the May 15-June 15 period— 
before the outbreak of the Korean 


war. 

The agency said prices rose 9 

per cent from mid-May to mid- 
ll with food prices soaring 2.1 
per cent over the figure for the 
previous 30 days. Meats, eggs, 
fruits and vegetables jumped the 
highest. 

The significance of this an- 
nouncement is that, even before 
the Korean fighting broke out on 
June 25, prices not only were 
going up but were gathering 
speed in their ascent. 

The May-to-June increase top- 
ped the 8 per cent rise reported 
last month—a rise described then 


‘as “the greatest percentage in- 


crease during any month since 
July 1948.” 

Bigger Rises Since War: Started. 

Since the fighting began, new 
and apparently bigger rises have 
occurred. 

President Truman has told 
Congress he may have to ask for 
power to control prices. Yester- 
day Representative Sabath (Dem.), 
Illinois, said after a visit to the 
White House that Truman is de- 
termined to seek that power “if 
he can't Bet them to stop the 
‘increases.’ 

The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
in giving out its regular “con- 
‘sumers’ price index,” furnished 
no figures on what has happened 
since June 15, 

On that topic the announce- 
ment drily said, “additional ad- 
/vances in consumers’ prices since 
mid-June will be reflected in the 
index for July 15.”

We have been to- 
gether on the Yser and on the 
Lys and we can say with pride 
that the. Belgian troops of 1940- 
1945, like those “of 1914-1918, 
have done all their duty and have 
contributed within the measure 
of their means, in Europe and in 
Africa and at the moment of the 
liberation, to the final victory.” 

His six-minute broadcast to the 
nation was recorded in Flemish 
and French. 

No Cheers on Arrival. 

There was not one cheer, nor a 
single handclap as the monarch 
landed at heavily-guarded Haren 
military airport. Only a handful 
of early risers, besides the 8000 
military guards, were present. 

He arrived in a twin-engine mil- 
itary plane with Premier Jean 
Duvieusart, leader of the Social 
Christian (Catholic) party which 
led the fight to reverse Parlia- 
ment’s 1945 vote exiling Leopold. 

Prince Baudouin was in a sec- 
ond plane which landed a few

Brief, Brave Stand. 


The battle for Taejon was to 
have been the first real standing 
fight by the Americans against 
the Red forces. After a brief and 
pathetically brave stand, the 
Americans were compelled to 
yield the city in something like a 
rout. 

There was only one thing 
wrong with the battle plan. It 
was the old story—lack of suffi- 
cient manpower to safeguard the 
flanks. The Communists, as they 
had done several times before 
during the 80-mile retreat by the 
Americans from Osan (where the 
Americans were first committed) 
simply waited until they found 
the open ends of the American 
line. It then took no particular 
skill to pour infantry around the 
'exposed flanks and cut the Amer- 
icans off from their supplies.

“During withdrawal operations 
of one of his units, he remained 
with the unit to accompany the 
withdrawal and has not been 
heard from since that time. High 
hopes exist that he will return 
with one of groups of separated 
personnel frequently returning to 
their units. Gen. Dean’s interpre- 
ter, who had been with him, in- 
dicates that Dean was wounded 
but due to the interpreter’s own 
serious wound, he could not indi- 
cate how seriously. I[t is still 
hoped that this gallant officer, if 
alive, has not fallen into enemy 
hands.” 

An Army spokesman, who knew 
Gen. Dean personally, said his 
conduct in Korea was “just what 
you'd expect.” 

Inspiration to His Men. 

The spokesman said Gen. 
Dean’s actions will be an inspira- 
tion to all of his men “from here 
on out.” 

The general’s wife, Mrs. Mil- 
drid Dern Dean, is in the Far 
East command. She is a niece 
of George H. Dern, former secre- 
tary of war. An Army officer 
said her home originally was at 
Salt Lake City. 

William F. Dean Jr., a son of 
the missing general, is a member 
of the class of 1954 at West Point. 

His daughter, Mrs. Robert C. 
Williams, resides at Berkeley,

Truman Sends Orders in 
Effort to Conserve Crit- 
ical Materials Such as

WASHINGTON, July 22 (AP)— 
President Truman late yesterday 
ordered 14 major government 
agencies to curb construction, 
tighten credit and hold down 
their buying of items using crit- 
ical materials. 

This action was in line with the 
President’s message to Congress 
Wednesday in which he said he 
was directing federal executive 
agencies to review Government 
programs with the idea of lower- 
ing demand on services, commodi- 
ties, raw materials, manpower and 
facilities competing with those 
needed for defense. 


The order directed the heads of 
all nine federal departments and 
five other agencies to re-examine 
their program with particular at- 
tention to: 


1. Screening all civil public 
works with the purpose of post- 
poning, curtailing or slowing 
down those projects which make 
no direct contribution to de- 
fense or to essential civilian 
needs 


2. Tightening all credit pro- 
grams except those directly 
contributing to meeting United 
States defense and international 
responsibilities. 

3. Holding the purchase of 
supplies and equipment to a 
minimum, especially those of 
cars, typewriters and other 
equipments using critical mate- 
rials. The President said stocks 
should be cut to lowest prac- 
tical levels and surplus supplies 
and equipment should . be 
turned over immediately to the 
general services administration.

Taste of Enemy Fire. 

Soon after the First Cavalry’'s 
artillery began firing, the divi- 
sion got its baptism of Com- 
munist fire from a North Korean 
patrol. A group of about 20 Red 
guerrillas was seen by an air ob- 
server to cross a river ford five 
miles southwest of the, division's 
advance command post and open 
fire with small arms and auto- 
matic weapons. 

Other Communist forces began 
a wide sweeping movement west 
and south of Taejon apparently 
designed to turn the western end 
of the American line. 

Gen. Douglas MacArthur re- 
ported in his noon communique 
that these Red forces had cap- 
tured Chonju, a big highway and 
railway center 38 miles south of 
Taejon, and Imsil, 50 miles south 
of Taejon and half-way between 
Taejon and the south coast. How- 
ever, in his midnight communique, 
he said Imsil still was in South 
Korean hands. He did not explain. 

25th Division in Action. 

While the First Cavalry moved 
into the battle line southeast of 
Taejon, units of the Twenty-fifth 
Division joined South Korean 
forces on the central and east 
coast fronts.

flanking move—a tactic which the 
Reds previously have used suc- 
cessfully. 

To the west, small groups of 
soldiers legged it across the rice 
fields. A machine gunner ran 
heavily up the slopes and into a 
grove of trees. There was silence 
for a moment then the guns 
opened up. 

Directly north, down a deserted 
road into Yechon, the colored sol- 
diers stalked warily into clusters 
of houses, firing as they went. 

To the east, a small knot of 
soldiers clustered about a small 
mud hut then broke into sudden 
life and the men dived into fields 
for cover as a machinegun rattled.

President Truman moved with dispatch in 
ordering the administrative agencies to cut 
down on non-military spending. Such a cut is 
imperative if the Government is to hold in 
check inflationary forces arising from the new 
military effort. Equally imperative is prompt 
action by Congress on taxation. 

Congress is getting set to increase taxes, but 
not in a hurry. The Korean situation may be 
urgent, the need for new military appropriations 
may be urgent, but on Capitol Hill the urgency 
of the need for new revenues takes second place 
to the sovereign right of Congress to pass a tax 
bill after election instead of before. No new 
taxes are now expected to take effect before 
next January. 

Some issues of tax policy do require thought- 
ful consideration. It would be unwise, for ex- 
ample, to decide hastily how much of the new 
revenue is to be taken from individuals and 
how much from corporations, possibly in the 
form of an excess profits tax. 

Yet since some of the new spending will 
surely start before next January, some of the 
new taxes should start at the same time, if 
possible. ' 

We suspect Congress could find a way to do 
this if its members could get their minds off 
the election for a while. One way, ready to 
hand, would be to enact immediately an emer- 
gency tax bill incorporating those increases 
which the House has already accepted as part 
of the bill to reduce excises. 

Before the excise tax cuts were abandoned 
following the invasion of South Korea, the House 
had voted to raise nearly one billion dollars a 
year in new revenue by closing loopholes in the 
present tax laws and imposing a slight rate in- 
crease on upper-bracket corporation incomes. 


There is no good reason why these changes 
shouldn’t go ahead at once. If Congress could 
bring itself to accept also the increase in estate 
and gift taxes which President Truman proposed 
seven months ago, another half-billion of annual 
revenue could be added. Then in more leisurely 


’ fashion—after the election, if necessary—the ad- 


ditional taxes to be required after January 1 
could be taken up. 

We don’t hold much hope that Congress will 
do this. We just say it is something that could 
be done and ought to be done for maximum in- 
surance against another inflationary bulge aris- 
ing from the new military program. 
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As Leopold Comes Back 


Leopold of the Belgians has returned to 
his throne in a situation which demands the 
utmost statesmanship from him and the parlia- 
mentary leaders of the country. For the mon- 
arch, hated by many Belgian working men, was 
recalled only by the slimmest of majorities. 

So intensely do Belgium's Socialists and Lib- 
erals dislike their king that their representatives 
in Parliament stalked from the chamber before 
the final vote was taken, and they, with the 
Communists, had only nine votes less than the 
Social Christian supporters of Leopold. This 
action followed days of rioting and strikes in 
industrial centers of the sharply-divided country. 

Belgium is in crisis, at a most ill-timed 
moment in international affairs. Communist 
aggression has occurred in Korea; the leaders 
of the Cominform are meeting in Berlin, per- 
haps to plan another assault much closer to 
Belgium's borders. 

It would be a truly royal move if Leopold 
would act to end the crisis by abdicating in 
favor of his son. The passions he, not the 
monarchy, has aroused might then be quieted. 
And it could be a long step toward regaining 
the personal affections of all his countrymen. 
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Veto Against Decay 

Mayor Darst acted in the best interests of the 
city when he checkmated an effort to rezone 
a lot at Lindell boulevard and Euclid avenue. 
The Brown Shoe Co. had inveigled the Alder- 
men into passing a spot-zoning measure which 
would have permitted the company to erect an 
office building on a site for apartment houses. 

But the Mayor vetoed the bill, and thereby 
helped the cause of good city planning. The 
arguments advanced by proponents of the bill 
were specious, but even had they been better 
than they were, they would not have outweighed 
the clear disadvantages of spot zoning. 

No city can progress when the use to which 
property can be put is not clearly laid down. 
Nobody can build or make plans for the future 
when he does not know what sort of a neigh- 
borhood he will be surrounded by five years, or 
even 60 days, hence. The character of a neigh- 
borhood may change in time, but that change 
should be planned and orderly, not a rout. 
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What About American Tanks? 

One of the lessons which the United States 
should be learning from the war in Korea has 
to do with tanks. American troops were over- 
whelmed first because they lacked tanks with 
which to combat an enemy rolling in tanks. 
Then, after they got tanks, they were over- 
-whelmed because the enemy's were superior. 

Is this country relying upon tanks that have 
been made obsolete by Russia's? 

Is it furnishing obsolete tanks to the coun- 
tries of Western Europe for the joint defense? 

Is it dangerously lagging behind Russia in the 
quantity as well as in its quality of new tanks 
produced? 

Facts brought out to date in the Korean war 
indicate that the answers to all these questions 
are unfavorable to the United States. 

The best tank the United States has in quan- 
tity, the Gen. Pershing, is unequal in gun power 
and armor to the Russians’ best, the Joseph 
Stalin III. In slugging duels, the United States 
tanks are knocked out. The Army says the Gen. 
Patton tank, an improvement of the Gen. 
Pershing, will knock out any other tank in ex- 
istence, but there are only a handful of Gen. 
Pattons, all of them in this country, and it is 
estimated that to get them into big-scale pro- 
duction would take another two years. 

That is the story as far as quality goes. In 
quantity, the Russians are said to have built and 
building, last year and this year, 85,000 tanks— 
the United States, 1000. x 

Because of being put at a severé disadvange 
by the Russian tanks, South Korean soldiers 
strapped dynamite to their chests and threw 
themselves under the Joseph Stalin IIIs to stop 
them, and American soldiers walked to within 
yards of the Russian tanks to fight them with 
World War II bazooka rockets which, in the 


being done to insure that the American soldier 
and his Western European allies have as many 
and at least as good tanks as any enemy? 

Perhaps some of the facts cannot be told for 
reasons of military security. But the tank situ- 
ation has been sufficiently unsatisfactory to call 
for searching re-examination. 
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Great Britain /s Helping 

A flurry of ugly remarks stirred up by profes- 
sional anti-Britons in the United States and 
professional anti-Americans in Britain apparently 
has been dashed by the sobering reality of Presi- 
dent Truman's message to Congress. 

A few Americans had been making the pre- 
posterous charge that North Korean tanks were 
being powered by British oil shipped to Com- 
munist China. The British stopped the ship- 
ments, which in any case had been far smaller 
than the American oil exports to Red China that 
had continued until the Korean invasion. 

Some Britons, were deriving satisfaction from 
watching what they regard as the overbearing 
Yanks being “outclassed by peasants,” in the 
words of a headline in Lord Beaverbrook’s Lon- 
don Evening Standard. But that jibe was 
drowned out by a chorus of support for Amer- 
ica from other London papers. 

Now Prime Minister Attlee has assured the 
House of Commons that Britain, within the 
limits of its already greatly-strained resources, 
would do what it could to match “the high pur- 
pose and resolution” shown in President Tru- 
man’s message. 
cruiting and aid to Korea all are likely to be 
increased, reports Kenneth Bilby of the New 
York Herald Tribune. Controls on Britain’s econ- 
omy already are tighter than those the Adminis- 
tration seeks in this country. 

This is welcome support, support which, with 
the naval and air assistance already sent to 
Korea by Britain and the Commonwealth, gives 
the lie to American spreaders of Anglophobia. 

And those Americans and those Britons who 
constantly seek to break the close ties of Anglo- 
American co-operation should remember that 
neither the United States alone nor the British 
Commonwealth alone has the slightest chance of 
withstanding the power of the Kremlin. 
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Tactics of Desperation 

The use of anonymous misrepresentation of 
the new city charter shows pretty clearly just 
how desperate its opponents have become. Hon- 
orable adversaries do not resort to smearing 
and whispering campaigns. Those who do 
hardly merit recognition. 

Still, we are glad that the Citizens’ Commit- 
tee for the New Charter has challenged this 
sniping. If the facts were not set straight, some 
people might be tricked into voting against 
the charter. 

The most commonly heard lie is that the 
charter re-imposes the earnings tax and adds 
other tax burdens. It does nothing of the 
sort. No tax can be imposed, except by vote 
of the Aldermen. If anything, the new charter 
makes it easier to hold a referendum on such 
a tax measure. 

Another misrepresentation is that=-the new 
charter makes a czar of the Mayor by giving 
him broad appointive powers. To make the 
Mayor responsible for his administration, the 
charter does empower him to appoint qualified 
department heads. But it broadens the civil 
service coverage of those working under these 
departmental heads. It means less politics in 
City Hall, not more. |

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Evil and Enervating” 

With the advent of the Manhattan Project at 
the University of Chicago, the successful war- 
time attempt to split the atom for military pur- 
poses, it probably became inevitable that men 
who knew little about science should have a 
great deal to do with it. After all, the generals 
and-not the scientists were running the war. 


The generals played it safe. Here was a new 
weapon beyond the understanding of most of 
them. They would take no chances of “leaks” 
to the enemy. So the era of secrecy began. With 
good reason, the curtain has not been lifted all 
the way. But it is becoming more and more 
questionable whether decisions as to secrecy 
should be left to non-scientists, military or 
civilian. 

Dr. Henry DeWolf Smyth, author of the 
Smyth Report and a member of the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission, is very concerned about this 
in_an article in the American Scientist. Here, 
surely, is a man worth listening to. German 
contempt for intellectual and scientific freedom 
eventually stifled German technology. The 
same thing, he believes, is now happening -in 
Russia. And it could happen in the United 
States. Says Dr. Smyth: 


I am concerned by the extraordinary ex- 
aggeration given to the importance of se- 
crecy in the public mind. We must not 
accept the false notion that the safety of 
the country depends on espionage laws, loy- 
alty oaths, and FBI investigations. ... I as- 
sure you that these measures are evil and 
enervating, for they are against the tradi- 
tions of both science and of the free society 
in which we live. Let us keep these police 
measures to a minimum and not allow panic 
or politics to extend them to areas wheye 
they are not needed. 
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Potato Bug Gap 

One of America’s best-quality export wares 
has been received askance. ’ 'n fact, the Commu- 
nists seem to be downright unhappy about the 
potato bugs they say we're exporting. Maybe 
we could give more satisfaction with some other 
items. 

There's the boll weevil, for example, whose 
neglect in the export line thus far is practically 
an insult to the South. Of course, we would 
have to store it some place and might have to 
pay support prices while we were about it. 

Perhaps we might fall back on a few borers 
instead. But the Communists wouldn't like 
those either. They do their own boring, mostly 
from within. 

The Japanese beetle is definitely out, on 
propaganda grounds. That would be sure proof 


that we were being helped by enemy Japan. 
Wheat rust would not be likely to be received 

favorably. It might attack the Iron Curtain. 
Maybe the potato bug is all there is, all.

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More Trees in the Woodlots

Education in pattern of farm extension service, rather than coer’ 
cion as in Europe, urged to improve forest resources; tide of good 
practice now running, federal government and states advised to 
move with it; tax incentives, cutting rules becoming widespread. 


W. B. Greeley in American Forests 


IT was once drawn iftto a radio debate 
with Lyle Watts, chief of the United States 
Forest Service. It was a friendly debate; 
but we got down to brass tacks on regula- 
The tough 
problem of the American woodlot was 
brought out on the table. 

Can we get these little owners to grow 
trees by a teacher or must we call a police- 
man? I said: “Keep your police at home. 
Go to these forest owners with good teach- 
ers, men of the soil conservation and farm 
extension stripe.” Mr. Watts replied: “I 
agree on the teachers; but I want a police- 
man to back them up.” There is our ques- 
tion in a nutshell. 


Some of my friends in the federal regu- 
lation camp draw a beautiful picture of 
the settled forest culture of European 
countries, where generation after genera- 
tion has grown up under required wood- 
land practices. I have seen enough of the 
French and German countrysides to get 
the feel of a settled rural economy and of 
a forest system long established and never 
questioned. 


More Than a Need for Wood 


But it does not follow that a system de- 
veloped from the crowded lands and dis- 
ciplined peoples of Europe will stand 
transplanting to the free soil of the United 
States. 


We do well to borrow forest technologies 
and skills from other lands; but it is my 
conviction that a forest policy must be in- 
digenous to its own country. It must re- 
flect much more than a need for wood. 
It must express the national psychology, 
accustomed relations between government 
and citizen, the incentives which make the 
economy tick, and the accumulated expe- 
rience in living with natural resources. 


There is a good homemade pattern be- 
fore our eyes, in the outstanding success 
of American agriculture. Like forestry, it 
has been forced to change from the waste- 
ful exploitation of a virgin resource to its 
intensive use and culture. Our progress 
in agriculture has come from the land 
grant colleges, the experiment stations, the 
extension and soil conservation services, 
and from public co-operation with the 
farmer. Its regimentations are voluntary. 
And education of the man on the land to 
his own self-interest has been the real 
measure of success. 

Evidently the men who believe in fed- 
eral regulation have quit worrying over 
the 21 per cent of our forest lands which 
are in the larger, industrial ownerships. 
The timber survey of 1945 showed a strong 
trend among them toward | good forest 
management. 


“Farm Forty” Pays Off 


The regulation searchlight is now turned 
upon another sector of the front—upon the 
56 per cent of our woodlands which are 
broken up into 4,000,000 little forests. The 
average showing of the woodlots in forest 
practice is poor. Here, we are told, is the 
“hard core” of the private forest problem. 
Here is where the policemen are most 
needed. 

Let us admit that this job is tough and 
challenging. It is still my-conviction that 
we will make headway upon it far more 
effectively by the education of people in 
the American way, to know on which side 
their own bread is buttered. 


Counting in the aggressive program of 
the Tennessee Valley Authority, the or- 
ganizations maintained by Uncle Sam or in 
which he is a cost-sharing partner have 375 
foresters in the field, teaching and assist-

year’s crop is piled out by the highway 
and the whole county comes to see it. 


There is a pile of pine logs, ricks of pulp- 


wood; some gum and oak logs, hickory 
handle bolts, and a few cords of rough 
stuff suitable for fuel. Every pile is 
marked with its quantity and value. The 
Crossett “Farm Forty” is returning a net 
stumpage of $8 an acre every year. 


Tax Incentive Grows Trees 


In addition to the 375 teaching foresters 
under the co-operative federal program, 
280 are employed on the same type of 
work by the states. Forest management 
is the most active phase of state organiza- 
tion today, as fire control was 20 years ago. 


Four states—Oregon, Washington, Mis- 
sissippi and Virginia—have enacted man- 
datory cutting rules. Indiana has legislated 
the mandatory forestation of earth banks 
left in the wake of strip coal mining; and 
23,000,000 trees have been planted under 
this statute. 


Many are the devices of other states 
to induce forest owners to grow trees; to 
get the horse up to the water trough 
without actually compelling him to drink. 
Four states offer substantial concessions 
in taxes, in return for growing trees. 
Louisiana has 750,000 acres under refores- 
tation contracts; Minnesota has 172,000 
acres of “auxiliary forests’; and Missouri, 
97,378 acres of “forest crop lands.” The 
contracting owner in each of. these states 
gets the benefit of a very low and fixed 
land tax together with a graduated yield 
tax on future fellings. 


New Hampshire’s Lead 


The most forceful stroke of any state to 
grow trees by use of the taxing power was 
that of New Hampshire during the past 
year. Under the fighting leadership of 
Gov. Sherman Adams, the legislature 
put the major tax on all forest lands on 
the yield basis. But an owner who com- 
plies with the cutting rules of his local 
committee pays a yield tax of 7 per cent 
instead of the standard 10 per cent. This 
is the most clearcut tax reward for for- 
estry offered anywhere in the United 
States. No shrewd Yankee need bite this 
dollar or turn it over to see what is on 
the other side. 


It seems to me that the rational ap- 
proach to forest practices on private lands 
is to work with the tide of education and 
initiative now running through our wood- 
lands. Let us strengthen it and bring 
into 4t, as far as we can, a more complete 
fusion of public, industrial and local re- 
sources for education. 


The spread of forest management now 
under way is admittedly ragged and un- 
even. But it is full of vitality and the 
power of free energy. And it is getting 
results. Every year it is making us a 
more forest-minded people. Every year it 
is growing more trees. 


BEATING THE HOARDERS 
From the Milwaukee Journal. 

The Korean crisis has brought back war 
scare buying. Grocers in Milwaukee re- 
port that customers are “stocking up” on 
coffee, sugar, shortening. soaps, canned 
goods and other things that were scarce 
in the last war. 

This is silly, of course, as most grocers 
are trying to explain to their customers. 
But it’s a snowballing thing. Wholesalers 
say the grocers are reflecting their cus- 
tomers and increasing their buying. 

In the first place, a lot of things can't 
be kept long without spoiling. In the sec 
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Kxhilarating and Tragic 
THEY CAME IN CHAINS. by J. Saunders Redding. 
(Lippincott, 320 pgs., $3.50.)

They came in chains. and the chains 
have not yet all been struck off, figura- 
tively speaking. Or even literally, as a 
Scottsboro case and its aftermath can 
attest. This story of the American Negro, 
as told by a distinguished one, is succes- 
sively fearful, despairing and, finally and 
quite recently, hopeful. If the story still 
has a long way to go in a democracy, with- 
in living memory it has at least spanned 
the chasm between human slavery and the 
fact that a book like this is possible—and 
that a man like Mr. Redding is available 
to write it. 

An accomplished writer (“No Day of 
Triumph,” “Stranger and Alone”) and a 
scholar (professor of english, Hampton 
Institute), Mr. Redding is writing here for 
the Peoples of America series. And, more 
than most of the volumes in that excel- 
lent collection, this one has a central thesis 

to which almost 

everything else in 

the hook relates. 

Which is, that from 

the day the first Af- 

rican Negro was 

brought to North 

America the Negro 

has been the victim 

of a race-concept 

forced upon him by 

someone else for a 

variety of reasons, 

none of them good. 

With a kind of 

tempered fierceness, 

Mr. Redding sets 

about destroying that 

race-caste myth, from its origins in sooth- 

ing the slaveholder’s conscience to the 

subtler rationalizations of today. His dis- 

cussion has its arguable aspects. By and 

large it is, I should say, unanswerable. 

And dramatic and heroic as any fight up- 
ward from the depths. 
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Arriving in chains, the slave was A 
“heathen” and therefore inferior and out- 
side the pale of the Christian ethic. That 
was the first balm to the slaveholding con- 
science, to which the early and some of 
the later churches ‘(always excepting the 
Quakers) gave approval. The slave was 
an animal, and therefore dangerous, and 
so to be killed with impunity. But also 
the Negro was docile; a happy-go-lucky 
child better off in bondage than outside it 
—this to support the sentimental, mag- 
nolia-scented, Thomas Nelson Page school 
of fiction. The Negre was a coward, 
though by a huge irony his distinguished 
service in the Revolution did much to 
create the country in which he and his 
children were to be enslaved. 

Thus the pattern, so replete with false- 
hood and contradictions which Mr. Red- 
ding must have taken a grim pleasure in 
knocking down. Behind the pattern, as 
Lillian Smith also has pointed out, was— 
and is—the oppressor’s sense of guilt, his 
fear of the wronged. Certainly the slave 
was dangerous. He committed murder and 
arson—and Mr. Redding catalogues the 
conditions that drove him to it. 

. 

But the chronicle is exhilarating as well 
as tragic. Here are great leaders like 
Frederick Douglass, heroines like Harriet 
Tubman; in our own century, writers like 
Richard Wright. Langston Hughes, James 
Weldon Johnson; intellectuals like Alain 
Locke, W. E. B. DuBois and Walter White: 
artists and actors like Marian Anderson, 
Richard B. Harrison, Florence Mills, Ro- 
land Hayes. I wish that Mr. Redding, per- 
haps our outstanding authority on the 
Negro’s contribution to American culture, 
had dwelt in more detail on this. What 
he does enter on the record leaves pre- 
cisely nothing of that race-concept he set 
out to destroy—and does destroy. 


The story ends on the high note of the 
citizens’ committee report recommending a 
national civil rights program, the end of 
segregation, the enactment of a fair em- 
ployment practice act. It cannot make the 
Negro forget the past or overlook a good 
deal of the present. But it can make him 
feel like a citizen, after too long.

LAKE SUCCESS, July 22 (AP) 
—Bolivia has offered 30 regular 
army officers for service with 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur's forces 
in Korea, the United Nations dis- 
closed last night. 


It was the first published offer 
of its kind from any of the 52 
U.N. members who were asked by 
Secretary-General Trygve Lie last 
week to hélp the war effort.

In making the offer, Anze Ma- 
tienzo said Bolivia was willing 
also to co-operate “within the 
limits of its resources by furnish- 
ing any elements the unified 
command of the United Nations 
may request.”

lation with a technical objection 
\that Senate rules did not allow 
it. As well pleased, Tydings with- 
drew his request but said the rec- 
ord would be played elsewhere 
with admission by card only. 

It will be—for the press and 
‘Senators. What happens next the

Some Urge Impeachment. 


Some are ready to press the 
virtual impeachment in legal 
form. Others think it would only

Helping Old Folks

HAT are we going to do with our Senior Citizens? Mrs. 
Ws brings the question up agatn. “I quite’ agree with you 

that they are better off in their own homes,” she writes. 
“Anyhow, there aren't enough institutions—good, bad or in- 
different—to take care of one in every 100. And relatives 
frequently can't take them in—even if they want to. But these 
elderly people can't always take full care of themselves, al- 
though they could often do so with a little help. But who is 
going to provide the help?” ; 

* * 

YOU ARE, MRS. Y., you and other citizens like yourself 
who see the need for it. There is no reason why voluntary 
organized help can't be given to hundreds of thousands of 
these elderly people, if the community will open its eyes to 
the need and not be content to sit back and wait for “the 
government” to do it. 

Lately I have been hearing about Salford, a small city in 
Lancashire, England, which has gone a long way to provide 
better care for the elderly in their own homes. 

* * 

LET ME TELL YOU about some of the things that com- 
munity is doing: 

1. “Meals on Wheels” service. Food is cooked in a central 
kitchen and distributed in a truck which has facilities for 
keeping it hot. The meals are distributed around noon, and 
the dishes are picked up later in. the day and taken back to 
be cleaned. The cost per meal is not much more than 10 cents. 
The daily visit to an elderly shut-in brings not merely nutrition 
but comfort and encouragement. Incidentally, the whole serv- 
ice, truck driving and all, is done by women. 

2. Home Helpers for the elderly. The city employs 62 
women, mostly part-time, who go into the homes daily. These 
correspond to the visiting nurses of many American cities, 
except that they offer a wider variety of service. 

3. The Good Neighbor Association, made up of volun- 
teers who will give at least one night a week to calling on 
the aged, infirm or mothers with umall babies. 

4. The Darby and Joan Club, a social and recreational 
group for the elderly.

IN ADDITION TO THESE, there are of course the usual 
public and privately supported homes, health and welfare 
agencies, and social case workers. But private citizens, by 
voluntary and unpaid effort, are making an unusual con- 
tribution to the well-being of the aged. You can easily get 
some friends to join you, Mrs. Y., in taking the initiative 
for such work in your own city.

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Uses for 'Pie Cherries’ 
By Edith M. Barber 


i 
éé IE CHERRIES,” as we 
P call them, the small red 
cherries whose season is 
generally later than that of the 
sweet cherries, are used for the 
filling of one of our favorite pies, 
and for such puddings as cob- 
blers and Brown Bettys. 

We are never quite sure how 
many will be offered at the re- 
tail market, as sO many are 
canned commercially. You know 
in some restaurants, cherry pie 
is offered all the year around. 
For a pie, cherries have enough 
tang of their own. They demand 
plenty of sugar so that the juice 
will thicken as the fruit cooks. 
Instead of lattice crust, we gen- 
erally use a full sheet for cherry 
pie. We must be careful to seal 
the edges well and to slit the 
crust to let out the steam. Other- 
wise, the juice will force itself 
out of the edges, and the pie will 
stick fast to the pan. 

A Brown Betty, using cubed, 
buttered croutons, makes a par- 
ticularly good dessert and may 
be baked in individual dishes or 
a large casserole. The sour cher- 
ries may also be used for Cherry 
Jubilee. Naturally, the sugar will 


be increased. For a cobbler, we 
merely combine the fruit and 
the sugar in a casserole and top 
it with a soft biscuit dough. 
Cherry Brown Betty. 

Four tablespoons butter or 
margarine, two cups diced bread, 
two cups pitted sour cherries, 
one and one fourth cups sugar. 

Melt butter or margarine. Add 
bread an@ saute until light 
brown. Mix cherries with sugar. 
Add juice (from pitting cher- 
ries) and arrange in alternate 
layers with the bread in a greased 
casserole. Cover and bake in 
moderate oven (350 degrees) 20 
minutes. Uncover and let brown. 

Cherry Roll. 

Roll standard recipe for biscuit 
dough about one fourth inch 
thick. Brush with unbeaten egg 
white. Sprinkle with two cups 
pitted sour cherries and three 
fourths cup sugar. Roll like a 
jelly roll and place in baking 
pan. Combine one fourth cup 
sugar with cherry juice ‘from 
pitting cherries). After the roll 
has baked in moderately hot oven 
(400 degrees) 10 minutes, pour 
juice over this. Continue baking 
about 15 minutes. 


My Day -o.

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HYDE PARK, July 22. 

NE of the points singled out 
():: of special interest by a 

number of people who lis- 
tened to the President’s speech 
on the air the other night, was 
the fact that he made an appeal 
to housewives not to get panicky 
and begin to hoard goods. It has 
always seemed to me the height 
of foolishness to try to buy up 
more than you actually need, with 
the idea that you will have what 
you need even if your neighbors 
are left without. 


If there are going to be short- 
ages in food supplies or other 
commodities in this country, it is 
quite obvious that none of, us 
could stock up enough stores s0 
that we would be well off, leav- 
ing the rest of our neighbors 
lacking certain necessities. The 
President has said there is no 
shortage of foodstuffs in this 
country, and that is borne out by 
the surpluses of many things 
which have had to be bought by 
the Government during the past 
few years. 

The President has also said that 
if shortages arise he will set up 
the necessary machinery, as was 
done in the last war, so that all 
of us will share alike, and he 
characterized as selfish and stupid 
those of us who thought about our 
own needs alone. He was right 
in that, for I can think of nothing 
which would give more courage 
to the Soviet Union and those 
who believe in Communism, than 
to discover that, under a democ- 
racy the people cannot voluntari- 
ly conduct themselves in a man- 
ner which will serve the interests 
of all the people, and not the 
interests of just a few. 

One of the excuses offered for 
totalitarian government is that 
human beings are not capable of 
the kind of self-discipline which 
tends to watch out for the needs 
of the whole people rather than 
for the needs of the few. We, 
who live in the free democracies, 
have the opportunity now to prove 
that we are really capable of do- 


ing voluntarily what the Come 
munists claim can only be done 
by imposing the will of a dicta- 
torial government on all the peo- 
ple under their control. 


Whenever it is possible at the 
present time, housewives are 
probably putting away such foods 
as they are not actually using on 
their own tables day by day, for 
use next winter. This is a wise 
and thrifty procedure because it 
means that what we have we will 
use now, or in the future. The 
Government will probably re- 
quire more -of our agricultural 
production than would have been 
necessary if the war-not been 
forced to strengthen our whole 
military set up. 


So, I think, without being 
asked, we, who are housewives, 
might set ourselves two tasks— 
no hoarding.or buying or any- 
thing which we are not actually 
going to use now or preserve for 
winter use; no wasting and, where 
it is possible for those of us who 
have the space, the time and the 
materials at hand, there should 
be an effort to use all farm prod- 
ucts that are available and can 
be put up in any way for future 
a 


It seems to me the important 
thing at present is for every in- 
dividual to remain calm and ob- 

jective, and not to act from 
impulse before they have thought 
through what is actually wise 
and necessary.
